THE CHINA HAIL. . 


HONGKONG, THURSDAY, may 8, 1879, 


In resuming our consideration of the 
Chinese Address to Ber Majeaty the 
Queen, got up by’ the. Wa-t‘o Hospital 
Committee, forwarded to London by 
H. E. the Governor, acknowledged by 
the: Secretary for the Colonies, and 
published in yesterday's Gazette, it is to 
be- regretted that ita subject matter 
should not have been allowed to lie 
dormant for the. preswnt. It was a 
noteworthy feature of the public meet- 
ing of the 7th October last that not dne 
yord was ever breathed suggesting the

He noted 
the transaction in his books. Whenever 
the purchaser came to take delivery of 
goods the: ampradore came and informed 
us of the same. Ho had instructions to keep 
a note of all deliveries of goods by him. 
As a matter of business he followed our 
directions. With regard to the payments 
of those gooda it was his bueinesa to collect 
alt moneys due, and to lot ua know that a 
certain amount was collected. We had 
‘given him jnatructions to keep a note of 
every amotwnt received by him, and he 
kept such atcounts. I know also that on 
all goods purchased from, on sold to, 
Chinese tho comprsdore received 9 com- 
mission. On the sale of Patna opium the 
commission vas §1 a chest ; and on Malwa 
opium $2 por cheat. ‘Ihave been long in 
the country, and I know that the system 
has grown up. ‘Jt in the universal custom, 
That of course was the consideration or ad- 
vantage whbb led him to be willing to serve 
usfor $30per month, The commissions made 
up the, most {important part of hia earnings. 
Fie waa ther on the same footing as other 
amployés ;vit was his duty to. obey all 
our orders,.and to attend to our bual- 
ness. The Chinese, whether purobasers or 
‘sellers, pall commission on oyerything ; 
in silk the compradore gets from $2 to 


afternoon, accompanied by his Lieutenants, 
within the city, propared by tho Vioo Roy ;

BUPREME COURT. 
IN ORIMINAL JURISDICTION. 


(Beforo His Honor the Chief Justice, Sir 
Jy Smale : 

. Thursday, 8th May, 

The case reported in our yesterday’s issue 
{n which three men,—Tsung Afoo, Wung 
Akau, and Lau Atti,—wore charged on 
four counts with simplo thoft of a blanket, 

. quilt, &., theft with violence, belng armel 
with swords and spears ; samult ; asaault 
with intent to do grievous bodily harm, 
and with actually doing es bodily 
harmto one Wong Yit HooinTai Tam Bay, 
was continned to-day. The asd has been 
fully reported lately in our Police Intell 
gencscoliinn, Evidence was heard yester 
day, and to-day his Lordship smmed up it 
considerable length, after which the jury 
found the prisoners severally guilty on the 
Ast, 3ad, and 3rd counts, and not guilty 
on the 4th count. 

Als Lordship, addressing the prisoneu, 
aid ;—You have all three been convicted of 
the three char,es against yon ;I need not go 
into {hose charges as you fully underat and 
them and know for what you are about to 
be punished. I, must. give you credit for 
an amount of ingenuity with which up 
to certain ‘point you hive Jaid your 
plans; it shows that. you know: very. will 
what you were about.

CHANEIANG. 
April 28rd. 

The steamer Kiangkwan, Captain Morse, 
hes met with a serious accident, having col- 
lided with and sunk aniron steamer belong- 
ing to the Futai of Nanking, The collision 
ocourred off Tantoo, about seven miles below 
Chinkiang, af 8.80 this a.m. 
wero drowned, among them being-a Wei- 
ag in charge of despatches for Soochow. 

he Kiangiwan was slso in great danger, 
having two large holes. in her bows which 
caused her to take about four or five fect of 
water in her forehold, From what can be 
gathered throgh tho Chinese passengers 
sud others on board, the Kiangkwan is 
eutirely blameless. The Futai’s steamer 
behaved in a most erratic manner, trying 
(aa is usual) to crogs the bows of the Kiang: 
éwan, after first shewing quite a contrary 
course. The Kianghwan had her engines 
stopped and reversed, but had not lost 
her way, being deeply laden, when the 
collision took place. Her repairs will be 
temporarily, patched up here, and she will 
probably leave this place late to-night .or 
tomorrow morning on her upward voyage. 

Kwo Sung-tao and family are passengers 
on board, 

The Taotai has visited the steamer for 
purposes of investigation among the natives, 
but some kind of official enquiry will be 
made on her return to Shanghai. 

The combination of the Swatow Guild 
against foreigners getting their usual ship- 
monte of opium is being successfully main- 
tained, and it would be interesting to know 
if this opon-handed defiance.of our Treaty 
rights meets with the approval or dis- 
approval of those appointed to watch tho 


interests of foreigners in this country.—J. |

All that portion of the’city which was 
swept away by the great fire on Christmas 
night, is boing rapidly rebuilt, and the 
town js beginning to resume something of 
ite old app-arance, The new buildings are 
everywhere risinglike PLoovixes from the 
ashes, “([t has beet my ambition for 
mooaths to ring in that bird somewhere, 
and now heisoffmy mind). 

“This commendable state ot affairs—in the 
midst of these hard times—speaks highly 
for the enterprise of our citizens, The new 
buildings, however, are, almost without 
exception, Chinese. The premises now 
occupied by the (riental Bank are also to 
be torn down to make way for Chinese 
house. The time is probably not far 
distant, when the whole of the Praya and 
Queen’s Road, as far east as the City Hall, 
will be given upto them, and no doubt, 
the foreigners will ultimately be driven up 
to the Pesk. “After the fire, I growled 
good deal, becauss I was insured and the 
fire would not come near me, Other, and 
perhaps less worthy, men, were burnt out, 
and to-day are prosperous and happy, but 
the evil fortune which has shadowed mo all 
my life, still held on. L-thought It had 
reached its climax when I saw the fire rage 
by mo without benefit, but now I have atill 
further cause for sadness, The burning of 
‘| go many European houses, and the erection 

of Chinese buildings in their stead, has had 

a bad effect on the rents in my’ locality, 

and J find diyself rapidly gravitating to 

the ragged edge of bankruploy. ‘The fire, 
in ita destroying progress, carried away the 
better part of the streets below me, and: 
now, forth from the dismantled smoulder- 
ing hearths of Gage Street and ita sur- 
rounding districis, swarm up the former 
denizens into my neighbourhood, and this 
once quiet strect has become a haunted 
placo which lonely travellers dread to pass 
at night, “and where the timid may see 
shadows struggling {in the darkened 
windows when ths moon {s dim, and bear 
wild nolzes in the stormy weather.” , . -
